Says Russia, 
U.S. at Nuclear 
Standoff

WASHINGTON 
(API — Secre- 


tary o f ' Defense Robert S. Mc- 
Namara has told Congress the 
United Slates is entering an era 
of .a nuclear standoff with the So- 
viet Union—a time when neither 
call launch a nuclear attack with- 
ou] getting one in return.

Publishers are on record as un- 


willing to go beyond a $12.63 a 
week two-year contract package 
accepted by other unions, includ- 
ing printers whose Dec. 8 strike 
sparked the newspaper shutdown. 


For the engravers, the proposed 


pact provided a $fi.50 increase in 
wages and 
fringe 
benefits the 


first year and $6.13 the second. 
The fringe benefits included a cut 
in the 3G'/i-hour work week to 35 
hours—but only for the overnight 
shifl and in the second year of 
the contract. 


The rank and file's chief dissat- 


isfaction concerned their demand 
for a 35-hour week al once on all 
shifts. 


The engravers' rejection came

Banned Menaclione—vitamin K3— 
from use in foods and food supple- 
ments. The stated reason: Man- 
ufacturers haven't provided the 
FDA with enough evidence to 
prove safety of the product. 


But FDA Commissioner George 


P. Larrick said Thursday that 
women who have been taking 
prenatal vitamin capsules which 
may have included Menatlione 
should 
not 
be 
alarmed. 
The 


amount of Menaclione included in 
them, he said "does not constitute 
an imminent hazard to health." 


The FDA order applies to fu- 


ture preparations. Products on the 
grocery and drug store shelves 
which contain the vitamin addi- 
tive still may he sold, Larrick 
said, because the problem is not 
serious enough to warrant their 
•emoval. 


NEGRO PILOT: The Supreme
